To  the  Minister  of  Health,  Chairman  and  Members  of  itie  Long 
Eaton  l  .D.C., 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

i  have  the  honour  to  present  this  mv  eighth  Annual  Report. 

“  To  Smoke  or  not  to  Smoke  ?  That  is  the  question  ”,  is  an 
appropriate  quotation  with  which  to  begin  this  year’s  report.  The 
Council  considered  this  important  matter  at  its  November  Meeting 
and  could  not,  unfortunately,  agree  to  a  ban  on  smoking  at  Council 
Meetings,  which  would  have  been  in  the  interest  ol  their  own 
comfort,  the  public  and  press. 

Smoking  is  harmful  predisposingto  Cancer  of  the  Lung,  Bronchitis, 
Coronary  Thrombosis,  Peptic  U  lcers,  Arterial  Change  and  Hvperpiesis. 

“  Smoking  is  an  epidemic  ;  one  person  dies  from  the  disease 
every  ten  minutes  in  Great  Britain  alone.  As  far  as  l  can  ascertain 
two-thirds  of  the  population  are  infected  by  it  and  one  out  of  every 
seven  smokers  will  die  as  a  direct  cause  of  it.” 

These  were  the  remarks  of  Dr.  K.  Ball,  a  chest  physician  at  the 
Central  Middlesex  Hospital  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Council  for 
Children’s  W  elfare,  held  at  the  Royal  Society  of  Medicine. 

The  Council’s  policy  on  Clean  Air  continued  progressively,  with 
the  help  of  industrialists  in  the  town,  who  have  engaged  consultants 
to  advise  on  Heating-Plants  to  comply  with  the  Clean  Air  Act.  This 
will  involve  the  outlay  of  many  thousands  of  pounds.  This  is  in 
addition  to  the  Smoke  Control  areas  in  the  town.  Council  tenants 
and  private  owners  are  fully  contributing  to  Clean  Air  in  Long  Baton 
and  we  should  be  grateful  to  them  and  to  its  ultimate  advantage  to 
the  health  of  the  town. 
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In  the  same  context,  mention  should  lie  made  of  the  proposed 
new  Power  Station  at  Ratclifle-on-Soar.  This,  we  are  informed,  by 
the  Central  Electricity  Generating  board,  will  incorporate  all  the 
latest  equipment  including  electro-static  precipitators,  cyclone  pre¬ 
cipitators,  with  a  640  It.  tall  chimnev.  It  will  generate  two  thousand 
megowatts  of  electricity. 

The  efficiency  ol  the  station  is  such  that  coal  of  a  grade  inferior 
to  usual,  can  he  utilized.  This  Authority,  although  realizing  the  need 
for  more  electricity  and  the  Power  Stations  to  produce  it  —are  de¬ 
termined  that  nothing  must  be  done  which  will  in  any  way  hazard 
the  health  of  the  citizens  of  the  town.  Therefore,  they  are  objecting 
to  the  proposed  siting  of  the  Power  Station  and  will  ask  for  safeguards 
to  be  introduced  into  the  design  of  the  chimneys  and  equipment 
and  propose  a  different  site,  so  that  such  potential  danger  as  there  is 
to  the  town,  may  be  prevented.  It  would  be  tragic  if,  with  the  best 
intentions,  the  proposed  site  was  not  reviewed  most  critically  ;  not 
only  with  regard  to  the  economics  of  coal  transport  and  cheap  pro¬ 
duction  of  electricity,  but  with  due  regard  to  safeguarding  the  popu¬ 
lation  at  potential  risk. 

Since  writing  the  foregoing  paragraphs  we  are  now  informed  that 
the  Minister  of  Power  has  approved  the  erection  of  the  Generating 
Station. 

Although  Clean  Air  is  of  great  importance  to  health,  it  is  also 
imperative  that  Clean  W  ater  supplies  and  Safe  Food  Supplies  and 
adequate  sewage  and  drainage  are  available  to  a  modern  societv. 

Our  W  ater  is  now  supplied  by  the  South  Derbyshire  W  ater  Board 
and  an  assurance  has  been  given  to  this  Authority,  that  as  soon  as 
various  improvements  are  accomplished,  the  town  will  receive  all 
Derwent  Valley  Water. 

The  highest  standard  of  food  cleanliness  is  maintained  by  the 
vigilance  of  the  Public  Health  Department  and  its  staff,  carrying  out 
its  manifold  duties  in  this  respect,  including  meat  inspection,  inspec¬ 
tion  of  food  shops,  canteens,  restaurants  and  the  condemnation  ol 
contaminated  and  unsafe  food. 

Flood  prevention  schemes  are  also  envisaged  for  the  future ; 
incorporating  various  drainage  schemes,  which  have  been  drawn  up 
in  co-operation  with  the  Trent  River  Board,  the  Derbyshire  County 
Council  and  the  South  East  Derbyshire  Rural  District  Council. 

It  is  pleasing  to  report  that  the  first  active  development  of  the 
centre  of  the  town  has  begun  and  the  future  will  show  the  outcome  oi 
all  the  thought  and  discussions  that  have  taken  place  on  this  very- 
important  project. 

The  Welfare  of  the  Elderly  has  not  been  forgotten  and  with  the 
co-operation  and  assistance  of  the  many  various  Voluntary  Bodies 
in  the  town,  a  series  of  meetings  were  called  by  the  Chairman  of  the 
Council.  Arising  from  these  meetings,  it  has  been  possible  to  make 
available  to  the  old  people  of  the  town,  a  visiting  and  messenger  service, 
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in  which,  I  .mi  glad  to  sac,  the  voting  people  ol  the  town,  i.e.  (nil 
Guides,  Hoy  Scouts  and  Youth  Clubs,  also  pla\  their  part.  Pile  good¬ 
will  shown  In  the  various  Voluntary  Bodies  concerned,  is  much 
appreciated. 

The  I  lealth  of  the  town,  as  show  n  In  Medical  Statistics,  remained 
at  a  high  level;  the  number  ol  notifications  ol  Infectious  Diseases 
being  404.  The  Birth  Rate  was  17. 00  per  1,000  ol  the  population 
and  the  Death  Rate  was  12.98  per  1,000  of  the  population.  Once 
again  there  were  no  Maternal  Deaths  and  the  Infant  Mortalitx  rate 
was  12.52  per  1,000  live  births. 

The  \car  provides  a  reminder  that  an  Infectious  Disease  such  as 
Smallpox,  can  occur  in  this  country  and  it  became  necessarv,  because 
of  public  demand,  to  hold  emergency  vaccination  sessions,  for  a  period. 
I  am  greatlv  indebted  to  Dr.  Ilay-Heddle,  for  his  assistance  on  these 
hectic  occasions.  In  addition,  personnel  of  factories  having  close 
links  with  Bradford  and  Wales,  w'ere  also  offered  vaccination  against 
smallpox.  T  his  town  has  a  long  memory  concerning  this  disease  owing 
to  its  close  association  with  textiles  and  in  particular  with  Bradford. 
The  disease  continued  here  in  the  1920’s  because  of  this  trade  link. 

No  cases  of  Diphtheria  have  occurred  in  the  town  for  15  years  and 
there  have  been  no  deaths  from  this  condition  for  19  years. 

Poliomyelitis  vaccination  continued  apace  throughout  the  year, 
and  it  is  pleasing  to  report  that  the  Oral  Vaccine  is  now  accepted 
throughout  the  town,  by  all  general  practitioners  and  the  members 
of  the  public. 

The  B.C.G.  Vaccination  programme  in  Senior  Schools,  has  con¬ 
tinued  with  the  full  co-operation  of  the  head-teachers  and  staff,  and 
below  are  given  the  acceptance  rate  for  the  various  schools  along  with 
the  comparable  figures  for  1961  : —

town,  also  Health  Visitors,  Miss  P.  Leek,  Mrs.  M.  Lewis  and  Miss 
R.  Coleman,  and  my  secretary  Miss  J.  Dwyer,  for  their  great  assistance 
in  all  Health  matters. 

Various  Health  Campaigns  were  carried  out  with  the  assistance 
of  the  Senior  Schools,  the  General  Practitioners  and  the  Health 
Visitors. 

These  Campaigns  concerned  the  following  subjects  : — 

(1)  Smoking  of  Cigarettes  and  Cancer  of  the  Lung. 

(2)  I  he  Importance  of  Dental  Health  and  Hygiene. 

(3)  The  Importance  of  Good  Personal  Hygiene  Standards. 

(4)  Cleanliness  in  the  Home. 
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During  the  year  7  Council  Dwellings  were  erected  compared  with 
18  for  the  previous  year.  Over  the  same  period  private  enterprise 
erected  42  compared  with  66  the  previous  year. 

The  Council  now  owns  over  2,800  houses,  including  six  Group 
Schemes  for  the  Elderly.  One  being  situated  at  Chantry  Close,  under 
the  able  wardenship  of  Mrs.  R.  Frith,  with  this  scheme  there  is  also 
a  Common  Room  and  Community  facilities  are  available  for  the 
residents.  The  other  Group  Schemes  are  situated  on  the  Draycott 
Road,  Southfield  and  Petersham  Estates  ;  Mrs.  P.  Day,  Mrs.  E. 
Fletcher,  Miss  M.  Turner,  Miss  A.  E.  Martin,  Mrs.  E.  Roberts,  and 
Mrs.  P.  Crosby  undertake  the  excellent  work  of  wardens.  'There  are 
no  community  facilities  or  room  available  with  these  schemes  and  the 
old  people  in  the  vicinity  of  Sawley  are  expected  to  use  the  amenities 
available  at  the  Community  Hall.  In  addition,  bungalows  have  been 
erected  in  groups  on  other  estates. 

Councillor  Mrs.  E.  Stevenson  has  kindly  let  me  have  a  copv  of 
the  Report  that  she  gave  to  the  Council  on  the  work  of  the  Old 
People’s  Welfare  Committee.  This  is  a  very  excellent  and  interesting 
report  of  the  good  work  that  has  been  done,  and  which  will  continue 
to  be  done  in  the  future.  Mention  should  be  made  concerning  Meals 
on  Wheels  Services.  This  is  a  very  great  blessing  for  these  Old  Age 
Pensioners  fortunate  enough  to  receive  same  and  our  thanks  are  due 
to  the  W.V.S.  who  operate  this  valuable  service. 

1  should  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  the  general 
practitioners  in  the  town  for  their  continuing  co-operation  and 
assistance  ;  also  the  dentists  for  their  co-operation  and  assistance  in 
continuing  to  operate  the  arrangements  for  Emergency  Dental  Treat¬ 
ment  of  school  children. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  Mr.  P.  A.  Missen,  Principal  of  the  Derby 
shire  Farm  Institute,  Broomfield  Hall,  Morley,  for  making  available 
the  full  meteorological  information  for  1962. 

I  am  grateful  to  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Long  Eaton 
Physiotherapy  Centre  for  their  Annual  Report  concerning  the  work 
of  the  Centre.  The  work  done  by  the  Centre  still  continues  at  the 
Clinic  on  Derby  Road  and  includes  provision  of  physiotherapy,  massage, 
U.L.V.  infra  red  and  radiant  heat  therapy,  chiropody  and  the  loan  of 
medical  equipment.  Appropriate  treatment  is  given  at  a  nominal 
charge  to  patients  referred  by  their  family  doctor. 

It  is  a  pleasure  lor  me  to  express  my  appreciation  to  Dr.  J.  B.  S. 
Morgan,  County  Medical  Officer,  and  his  staff  for  their  assistance 
throughout  the  year.  To  Mr.  T.  W.  Walton,  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector,  and  all  members  of  the  Health  Department  for  their  loyal 
and  efficient  co-operation  which  has  made  work  such  a  pleasure. 
'To  Mr.  G.  F.  Clegg,  Clerk  of  the  Council,  Mr.  F.  Turner,  Engineer 
and  Surveyor,  Mr.  P.  Fleming,  Treasurer  and  Mr.  C.  G.  Browne, 
Librarian,  for  their  unfailing  help  and  assistance  throughout  the  year.

Whooping  Cough.  One  case  ot  Whooping  Cough  was  notified 
during  the  year.  This  disease  causes  debilitation  in  children  and 
leaves  them  susceptible  to  other  infections  that  may  be  prevalent 
in  the  area.  The  damage  it  does  to  the  lungs  combined  with  the 
debilitation  are  reasons  why  all  parents  should  have  their  children 
immunised  against  this  disease.  The  immunisation  clinic  is  held  at 
1,  Cranmer  Street,  Long  Eaton,  every  first  and  third  Thursday  during 
the  month.  Injections  against  Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough  and 
Tetanus  combined  are  available  to  Long  Eaton  children  and  should  be 
carried  out  at  the  age  of  5-6  months.  There  is  also  the  necessity  of  a 
“  booster  ”  dose  just  prior  to  the  child’s  entrance  to  a  primary  school. 

My  thanks  go  to  the  General  practitioners  of  the  town  for  their 
co-operation  in  this  important  work. 

The  effectiveness  of  immunisation  is  shown  by  the  fact  that  only 
one  case  of  W  hooping  Cough  was  notified  this  year. 


Diphtheria.  No  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  notified  during  the  year 
this  being  the  fifteenth  year  in  succession,  and  no  death  has  occurred 
from  this  disease  for  nineteen  years. 

Acute  Poliomyelitis.  No  case  of  poliomyelitis  was  notified 
during  the  year. 

Dysentery.  No  case  of  dysentery  was  notified  during  the  year. 

Acute  Pneumonia.  Five  cases  of  Acute  Pneumonia  were 
notified  during  the  year.

Long  Eaton  is  fortunate  in  having  a  Chest  Clinic  of  its  own  and 
the  Consultant  Chest  Physician  (Dr.  H.  Morrow  Brown)  attends  every 
Tuesday.  One  looks  forward  to  the  day  when  Long  Eaton  and  district 
will  have  its  own  x-ray  facilities. 


There  is  still  a  fear  amongst  the  population  concerning  Tuber¬ 
culosis  in  spite  of  the  great  advances  made  in  treatment  and  diagnosis 
and  the  great  reduction  in  recent  years  of  the  mortality  from  this 
disease. 

Long  Eaton  as  a  Housing  Authority  plays  its  part  in  the  prevention 
of  this  disease  by  ensuring  as  far  as  possible  that  those  suffering  from 
Tuberculosis  have  the  proper  environment  in  which  to  live. 


During  the  year  no  cases  of  Paratyphoid,  Puerperal  Pyrexia 
and  Meningococcal  Infection  were  notified.

I  .1111  indebted  to  Dr.  \Y.  Guthrie,  M.B.Ch.IU,  Medical  Director 
ot  the  Nottingham  Area  No.  2  Mass  Radiography  l  Hit  for  the  following 
report  on  the  survey  carried  out  by  the  Unit  during  the  period  26th 
November  to  10th  December,  1%2. 

2,574  examinees  were  x-rayed  on  this  occasion  as  compared  with 
2,862  in  1 960.  I  am  pretty  certain  that  the  lower  response  is  due  to 
the  very  bad  weather  experienced  during  our  second  week  at  Long 
Eaton.  At  times  the  fog  was  so  bad  that  our  sessions  had  to  be  cur¬ 
tailed  and  I  am  sure  that  the  fog  also  prevented  many  people  from 
coming  tor  \-ray  as  up  to  the  commencement  of  the  bad  weather 
the  general  public  were  attending  very  well  indeed.  As  regards  the 
general  public  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  52%  were  \-rpved  for  the 
first  time. 

No  definite  case  of  active  pulmonary  tuberculosis  was  discovered, 
but  there  were  5  observation  cases  and  they  have  been  referred  to 
the  Chest  Clinic  for  further  investigation.  Apart  from  these  cases 
there  was  1  case  of  essential  hypertension  and  1  case  of  severe  pul¬ 
monary  fibrosis,  both  of  whom  were  referred  to  their  own  doctor. 

The  figures  for  cases  of  active  pulmonary  tuberculosis  ‘  picked 
up  ’  at  previous  surveys  are  shown  in  the  table  for  comparison  with 
the  present  survey.

ANNUAL  REPORT 

November,  1961  to  October,  1962 

1  be  Committee  have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Report 
and  Accounts  for  the  year  ending  31st  October,  1962. 

These  Reports  reflect  the  great  need  in  the  town  for  the  services 
of  a  Centre  such  as  ours. 

During  the  year  we  have  given  8,680  treatments,  including 
Diathermy,  wax  bath,  varied  heat,  sun-ray,  massage  and  remedial 
exercises  in  the  Physiotherapy  department,  and  1,150  treatments  in 
the  Chiropody  section.  An  overall  figure  of  9,830,  which  depicts  an 
increase  of  127  treatments  over  the  same  period  last  year. 

There  has  also  been  the  usual  steady  demand  for  the  loan  of 
medical  appliances  and  invalid  chairs,  the  latter  having  been  com¬ 
pletely  overhauled  during  the  vear  and  restored  to  practically  new 
condition. 

Reference  to  our  Annual  Accounts  show  an  excess  of  expenditure 
over  income  of  £25  14s.  6§d.  This  is  regretted  but  it  must  be  borne 
in  mind  that  our  overheads,  cost  of  keeping  our  expensive  equipment 
in  working  condition,  electricity  and  fuel,  salaries  etc.  have  all  risen 
during  the  past  year,  whilst  our  income  remains  much  the  same,  and 
as  yet  we  have  not  increased  our  charges  to  the  patient  for  many  years, 
but  unfortunately  if  we  are  to  remain  solvent,  these  charges  will  shortly 
have  to  be  reviewed,  a  step  which  the  committee  have  been  reluctant 
to  take,  but  which  they  feel  must  be  undertaken  in  the  very  near 
future. 

The  Committee  would  again  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of 
expressing  their  thanks  and  appreciation  to  members  of  the  General 
Public  and  to  all  those  Organisations  who  by  their  consistent  loyal 
support  and  practical  interest  have  made  our  results  possible. 

It  is  by  the  valuable  monetary  contributions  made  by  the  Long 
Eaton  Urban  District  Council,  Ilkeston  Petty  Sessional  Division  re 
Sunday  Entertainments,  Long  Eaton  Co-operative  Society  and  many 
other  organisations  in  the  town  that  we  have  been  able  to  provide  this 
service  to  the  people  of  Long  Eaton  and  district  at  a  nominal  charge. 

The  committee  would  also  like  to  place  on  record  its  appreciation 
of  the  excellent  work  of  Miss  Saxton,  Mr.  W  ard  and  their  staff,  and 
everyone  who  have  contributed  in  any  way  towards  achieving  the  very- 
encouraging  results  of  our  working  year  at  the  Centre.

LONG  EATON  ROAD  SAFETY  COMMITTEE 
REPORT  FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDED 
31st  MARCH,  1963 

Meetings  :  The  full  Committee  met  on  nine  occasions  and  there 
were  two  meetings  of  the  sub-committee.  1'he  number  of  Members 
of  the  Committee  was  41  and  the  average  attendance  was  23.  1'he 
Committee  were  represented  at  meetings  of  the  North  Midland 
Accident  Prevention  Federation  and  at  meetings  of  the  Junior  Ac¬ 
cident  Prevention  Council.  The  Secretary  attended  the  National 
Safet\  Congress  in  London  in  October,  1962,  and  meetings  of  the 
General  Purposes  Committee  of  the  Federation  at  Newark. 

Accident  Statistics  :  There  was  again  an  improvement  in  the 
accident  rate  during  1963  in  spite  of  a  4",,  increase  in  traffic.  1'here 
were  6,709  persons  killed  and  341,696  injured,  compared  with  6, 90S 
persons  killed  and  349,767  persons  injured  in  1962.  Child  deaths  were 
761,  compared  with  767  in  1962.  There  was  a  10%  reduction  in  ac¬ 
cidents  to  child  pedal  cyclists,  and  this  may  be  attributable  to  the 
training  which  is  being  given  throughout  the  country. 

Campaigns  :  During  the  year  two  campaigns  were  held  viz  : 
“  Road  Training”  and  the  “Christmas  Road  Safety  Campaign”. 
Posters,  leaflets  and  propaganda  material  were  supplied  to  shops, 
offices  and  libraries.  Posters  were  also  displayed  on  hoardings  and 
publicity  was  given  through  the  press. 

Dog  Training  :  Dog  training  classes  proved  popular,  and 
altogether  83  persons  enrolled  including  children,  but  mam  of  the 
children  did  not  complete  the  course.  20  persons  took  the  test,  and 
10  were  successful  in  gaining  certificates.  The  Committee’s  thanks 
are  due  to  Councillor  \Y.  Wiser  for  training,  and  to  the  Parks  Com¬ 
mittee  for  the  facilities  afforded. 

Cycling  Training  :  Cycling  training  continued  during  the  year, 
and  there  were  classes  for  senior  school  children,  and  those  from 
junior  schools  from  the  age  of  9  years  upwards.  A  total  of  136  children 
enrolled,  of  which  96  completed  the  course,  and  84  took  the  test. 
79  passed  and  qualified  for  badges  and  certificates. 

The  Committee  are  indebted  to  the  instructors  for  their  zealous 
training  over  a  period  of  several  weeks  in  the  summer  and  autumn, 
and  to  the  headmaster  and  governors  of  the  Grange  Secondary  school 
for  the  facilities  afforded. 

Harold  Wells  Challenge  Trophy  :  This  trophy  is  awarded  to 
the  senior  school  obtaining  the  highest  number  of  marks  in  a  series 
of  road  safety  events  organised  by  the  Committee.  It  was  decided  to 
equate  the  number  of  marks  gained  with  the  number  of  pupils  so  as 
to  provide  a  percentage  basis.  Parklands  Girls  school  were  successful 
for  the  second  time  in  four  years  in  winning  the  trophy,  and  this  was 
presented  to  the  school  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Council  (Councillor 
J.  Brantley). 
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Olive  Scraton  Challenge  Trophy  :  This  trophy  is  awarded  to 
the  junior  school  obtaining  the  highest  number  of  marks  in  a  series 
of  events  organised  by  the  Committee,  and  again  it  was  decided  to 
make  the  award  on  a  percentage  basis.  Highfields  Girls  school  were 
successful  in  winning  the  trophy  for  the  first  time,  and  this  was 
presented  to  the  school  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Road  Safety  Committee, 
(Councillor  II.  Plackett). 

Junior  Accident  Prevention  Council  :  The  J.A.P.C.  met 

regularly  each  month  during  the  year,  and  assisted  the  Committee  in 
the  distribution  of  propaganda  material  for  the  various  campaigns. 
I  hey  also  took  a  census  of  persons  wearing  crash  helmets,  and  attended 
road  safety  film  shows  given  by  Mr.  Trindell.  A  social  evening  was 
held  prior  to  Christmas. 

Safe  Driving  Awards  :  Several  local  firms  entered  their  drivers 
for  the  Safe  Driving  Competition  of  the  Royal  Society  for  the  Pre¬ 
vention  of  Accidents,  and  during  the  year  presentations  were  made  to 
the  Drivers  employed  by  the  Long  Eaton  Urban  District  Council, 
The  Long  Eaton  Co-operative  Society,  Barton  Transport  Limited, 
Leisure  Kitchen  Equipment  Limited,  British  Railways,  East  Midlands 
Gas  Board,  and  Post  Office  drivers. 

Tufty  Club  :  At  present  there  are  19  members  of  the  Tufty  Club 
in  Long  Eaton,  and  a  campaign  is  being  launched  to  increase  mem¬ 
bership. 

Expenditure  :  The  total  expenditure  for  the  year  was  approxi¬ 
mately  £146  Os.  Od.  against  an  estimate  of  £214  Os.  Od.  Savings  were 
affected  chiefly  on  administration  (office  stationery  and  equipment) 
and  on  cycling  training.  The  training  scheme  is  being  extended  and 
it  is  likely  that  there  will  be  increases  in  expenditure  in  this  connection, 
and  in  stationery  and  equipment. 

Conclusion  :  In  concluding  this  report,  tribute  is  paid  to  all  who 
have  assisted  in  the  work  of  the  Committee.

People’s  Welfare  Committee,  and  I  am  grateful  to  her  for  preparing  it. 

The  work  of  this  Committee  has  continued  throughout  the  vear. 
The  members  are  representatives  ol  Local  Organisations,  Derbyshire 
C.t  .  and  the  L.I..I  .1).  C  ouncil.  Attendances  are  very  good. 

An  interesting  feature  of  the  quarterly  meetings  has  been  the 
inclusion  of  a  short  address  by  an  Authority  on  one  or  another  aspect 
of  interest  to  all  concerned  with  the  welfare  of  old  people. 

The  Elder  Citizens  Clubs,  for  which  the  Committee  are  respon¬ 
sible,  continue  to  flourish,  providing  companionship  and  social  ameni¬ 
ties  for  the  members. 

The  Long  Eaton  Club  have  enjoyed  premises  in  the  centre  of 
the  town  since  its  inception  nearly  12  years  ago.  However,  to  make- 
way  for  development,  these  premises  will  shortly  be  denied  us,  but 
yve  are  looking  to  the  local  authority  yy  ho  have  indicated  their  intention 
and  willingness  to  rehouse  this  club. 

The  Welbcck  Elder  Citizens  Club  are  indebted  to  the  Welbeck 
Free  Church  Council  for  permitting  the  continued  use  of  the  Church 
as  their  meeting  place.  We  had  hopes  of  securing  premises  for  the 
sole  use  of  the  Club,  but  I  regret  I  can  only  report  no  progress  on  this 
matter.  This  is  a  great  pity  as  this  Club  is  firmly  established  and  is 
fulfilling  a  need  for  that  part  of  the  toyvn. 

Games,  concerts,  outings  and  film  shows  etc.  are  enjoyed  by  both 
clubs.  W  e  continue  to  have  a  ready  response  from  organisations  in 
helping  to  keep  the  continuity  of  entertainment. 

The  Visiting  and  Welfare  Committee  became  responsible  for  a 
chiropody  scheme  in  1957.  This  has  been  most  successful  and  ap¬ 
preciated.  Many  pensioners  having  received  treatment  during  this 
time.  However,  yvith  the  commencement  of  the  County  Scheme  no 
new  applicants  have  been  accepted  but  treatment  continued  with 
existing  patients.  It  is  hoped  by  this  means  that  eventually,  the  County 
Scheme  will  absorb  those  already  receiving  this  service. 

Members  of  an  active  visiting  panel  are  available  to  call  on  any 
case  that  is  reported. 

The  Appeals  Committee  undertake  a  formidable  task  of  raising 
funds  for  the  general  work  of  the  Association. 

The  members  of  both  Clubs  raise  most  useful  sums  of  money 
amongst  themselves,  which  augments  the  grants  from  the  County 
Council  and  Local  Authority  for  the  purpose  ol  assisting  the  upkeep 
of  the  Clubs.  Other  income  is  by  way  of  voluntary  subscription. 

Our  thanks  go  to  all  who  help  us  to  carry  out  this  worthwhile 
yvork  and  we  appeal  to  the  public  for  their  continued  support.

WATER  SUPPLY 

I  am  indebted  to  the  South  Derbyshire  Water  Board  for  the 
following  information  relating  to  Water  Supply  : 

The  water  supplied  to  the  area  has  been  satisfactory  in  (a)  quality, 
and  (b)  quantity. 

Regular  examination  is  made  of  the  raw  water  going  into  supply. 
As  all  water  is  treated,  the  majority  of  samples  are  taken  after  treatment. 
A  total  of  77  bacteriological,  7  chemical  and  12pH  and  hardness 
samples  were  taken  both  at  the  works  and  from  various  points  in  the 
Long  Eaton  Urban  District.  The  results  of  a  chemical  analysis  are 
shown  below.  A  somewhat  harder  water  is  provided  in  the  southern 
part  of  the  area  (to  be  discontinued  in  1963). 

Only  the  proportion  of  the  supply  obtained  from  the  Derwent 
Valley  Water  Board  is  liable  to  plumbo-solvent  action.  Lender  the 
Derwent  Valley  W  ater  Act,  1899,  water  supplied  by  the  Board  is 
required  to  be  treated  by  them  for  the  prevention  of  such  action 
before  the  w'ater  is  delivered  to  any  of  the  constituent  Undertakings. 

All  water  is  chlorinated  before  being  passed  into  supply.

The  Public  Baths,  at  Grange  Park,  Station  Road,  were  opened 
in  July,  1935  and  comprise  an  open  air  Swimming  Pool  (open  each 
summer  from  the  middle  ot  May  until  the  beginning  of  September) 
and  twelve  Slipper  Baths  (open  on  Friday  afternoons  and  evenings 
throughout  the  year). 

The  Buildings  include  the  main  block  (entrance  hall,  waiting 
rooms,  and  si\  slipper  baths  for  each  sex),  two  dressing  room  blocks 
for  open  air  bathers,  and  a  small  cafe. 

The  Pool  is  152  feet  long  by  51  feet  wide,  varying  in  depth 
from  3ft.  to  Xft.  bins.,  with  a  capacity  of  249,000  gallons.  The  water 
is  filtered  through  four  Bell’s  Pressure  Filters  on  a  six  hour  turnover, 
with  breakpoint  chlorination.  An  O.S.P.A.  machine  is  in  use  for 
suction  cleaning  the  floor  of  the  bath. 

The  Staff-  employed  is  one  superintendent,  three  whole  time 
female  attendants  and  three  part  time  male  attendants,  augmented 
during  school  holidays  by  two  additional  part  time  attendants.

Season  Tickets  were  held  by  1 16  adults  and  38  children,  compared 
with  158  and  51  for  1961. 
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The  swimming  Hath  is  used  extensively  bv  Derbyshire  Schools 
(numbering  16)  and  Nottinghamshire  Schools  (2).  Public  attendances 
are  undiih  dependent  upon  weather  conditions,  as  is  the  case  for  all 
open  air  pools,  and  the  lower  attendances  in  I960,  61  anti  62,  reflect 
the  poor  summers  experienced  compared  with  1959.  The  Long  Eaton 
Swimming  Club  has  continued  to  have  exclusive  use  of  the  Hath  on 
Tuesday  evenings.  The  Club  has  maintained  and  increased  its  mem¬ 
bership,  but  is  handicapped  by  being  obliged  to  travel  to  Derby  to 
use  indoor  baths  during  the  winter  months,  at  rather  high  cost  for 
junior  members. 

The  Council  have  been  unable  to  make  further  progress  towards 
the  provision  of  an  indoor  swimming  bath,  but  the  proposal  will  no 
doubt  receive  further  consideration  when  it  can  be  foreseen  that  the 
heavy  financial  commitment  involved  will  be  accepted  by  the  public.

Two  things  stand  out  here.  Firstly,  what  a  dull  year  it  was  with 
1272  hours  of  sunshine;  there  were  only  24  hours  more  than  in  the 
very  wet  year  I960!  The  second  striking  thing  is  what  a  cold  year  it 
was,  with  so  many  frosts  occurring  throughout  the  year.  Indeed, 
only  one  month,  August,  was  completely  free  from  ground  frost, 
the  lowest  minimum  air  temperature  falling  to  19  F.  and  the  highest 
air  maximum  reaching  only  76  I  .,  compared  with  28  F.  and  84  F. 
in  the  previous  year. 

Whilst  it  appears  to  have  been  a  cold,  dull  year,  it  was  not  a  very 
wet  one,  despite  the  high  rainfall  that  holiday  makers  and  farmers 
remember  during  the  months  of  August  and  September.  The  total 
rainfall  was  in  fact,  only  22  inches  compared  with  the  ten  year  average 
of  28  inches.  Without  trusting  American  long  range  forecasts  very 
much,  it  is  prettv  safe  to  say  that  August  will  be  a  wet  month  in  any 
year  in  this  part  of  the  world.  In  the  past  ten  years,  only  in  two  Augusts 
has  there  been  a  rainfall  below  2.49  inches  and  it  is  usually  over  3  inches.

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  nineteenth  Annual  Report  as 
Public  Health  Inspector. 

Housing.  During  the  year  1962,  135  dwellings  were  let  as 
follows  :  / 6  to  sub-tenants  in  rotation  after  waiting  approximately 
two  years,  five  to  emergency  cases,  nine  to  tenants  with  families  of 
mixed  sexes  and  occupying  two  bedroomed  houses,  twenty  for  re¬ 
housing  tenants  of  condemned  property  and  twenty  five  bungalows 
to  old  age  pensioners. 

During  the  same  period  1 7 <S  housing  applications  and  88  appli¬ 
cations  for  old  persons  bungalows  were  received. 

Slaughterhouses.  All  animals  slaughtered  were  inspected  and 
cases  of  Tuberculosis  are  notified  to  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  and  Food.

A  weekly  collection  of  refuse  has  been  maintained  throughout 
the  year. 


During  the  year  a  small  scale  experiment  with  plastic  dustbins 
was  considered  and  in  February  this  year  a  small  number  were  pur¬ 
chased  at  a  cost  of  24/3  each  to  trv  to  find  out  whether  they  will  stand 
up  to  the  wear  and  tear.  These  bins  are  lighter  to  handle,  noiseless 
and  should  make  the  collecting  of  refuse  easier. 

Smoke  Abatement.  Steady  progress  has  been  maintained  in  the 
elimination  of  smoke  from  Industrial  sources.  I  lowever  the  bad  weather 
during  the  summer  followed  by  the  severe  winter  resulted  in  a  shortage 
of  smokeless  fuel  for  use  in  the  smoke  control  areas  and  we  had  to 
refrain  from  insisting  on  the  use  of  smokeless  fuel  on  the  Draycott 
Road  Housing  Estate  which  is  a  smoke  Control  area  by  reason  of 
tenancy  agreement.  A  similar  attitude  was  adopted  in  relation  to  the 
Lock  Lane  Smoke  Control  Area. 


Smoke  Abatement  c<»it. 


At  the  time  ol  writing  this  report  the  Council  is  considering  the 
making  ol  two  smoke  Control  Orders  covering  the  Wilsthorpc  Farm 
Fstate  and  the  Wilsthorpc  Council  lionsing  I, state. 

The  twenty  year  period  by  which  the  whole  of  the  area  will  be¬ 
come  smokeless  has  been  reduced  to  15  years. 

A  smoke  measuring  station  with  Volumetric  Smoke  and  SO.?, 
recorder  has  been  established  at  this  office  in  addition  to  the  two 
deposit  gauges  in  the  area.  The  examination  ol  the  contents  of  the 
gauges  was  extended  to  determine  the  amount  of  fly-ash  present. 
1'he  analysis  confirmed  the  complaints  received  about  dust  alleged 
to  be  coming  from  the  Castle  Donington  Power  Station.  There  tux- 
no  other  pulverised  fuel  fared  boiler  plants  in  the  vicinity.

The  Sampling  of  food  under  the  above  Act  is  carried  out  by  the 
Derbyshire  County  Council. 

Mr.  R.  W.  Sutton,  F.R.I.C.,  F.C.S.,  County  Analyst,  has  kindly 
supplied  the  following  information  : 

102  samples,  including  13  Milks,  were  taken  under  the  Above 
Act  in  the  area  of  the  Long  Eaton  Urban  District  Council  during  the 
vear  1962. 

I’he  Milk  samples  were  classed  as  satisfactory. 

In  the  examination  of  canned  foods  particular  attention  is  paid 
to  the  question  of  metallic  contamination.  Samples  of  Pineapple, 
Orange  Juice  Drink  and  Sweetened  Orange  Juice  contained  amounts 
of  tin  in  excess  of  the  250  parts  per  million  recommended.  After 
further  cans  from  the  same  stocks  had  shown  similar  findings  the 
remaining  stocks  were  condemned  and  destroyed. 

Samples  submitted  by  vour  Authority  concerned  three  consumer 
complaints.  Canned  Soup  was  examined  for  tin  content  but  the 
amount  found  was  small.  Part  of  a  loaf  of  bread  containing  a  dark 
patch  was  examined.  A  few  black  particles  such  as  might  be  derived 
from  charred  dough  w'ere  found  but  the  amount  of  material  was  too 
small  for  a  dependable  statement  as  to  the  nature  of  the  contaminant. 
Coconut  Rings  were  thought  to  have  been  the  cause  of  sickness. 
There  was  no  evidence  of  rancidity  in  the  fat  extracted  from  the 
Rings  and  no  other  results  to  indicate  any  abnormality.
